The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest an orthopedic device 
comprising a hinge means with two hinges that pivot freely in directions 90° ± 40° 
relative to one another; in conjunction to with a flexible, tensively strong element that 
bounds the unrestrained range of motion of at least on of the hinges.
